How the October Verdict {s Regarded
in Washington,

Wasminaron, October 15, —Time
has now been afforded to caleulato
with a degree of certainty the offect
of the elections of Tuesday last. It
is vory truo that nt first the impres-
sion in political cireles was that tho
result of Tuesday's work might be
fairly summed up ag & drawn battle,
but a deliborate survoy of tho whels
field shows that this is vory far
from being tho case, Tuesday's
work is bound to exorcise a most
important influence upon the con-
test in November, and the whole
%restige of that day rests with the
“Demoeratic party. Ohio, the home
of tho Republican candidato for
President, was conceded to that |
side from the day that the nomina- |
tion was made at Cincinnati. Tho!
Democrats had no expectation of
carrying that State, and made much
loss of o contest than they did last
year, when Allen was rununing for
Governor, The Republicans, on the
contrary, expended immense sums of
money, and, not content with their
own speakers, imported orators from
all over the Union. The sum total
of their efforts is n paltry majority
scarcely if any greater than that of
last year, and a mere bagatello as
compared with the immenso Repub-
lican majoritics which Ohio has been
aceustomed to roll up.

caso is infinitely worse for the Re-
publicans. Indinna was renlly tho
battle-ground of the two parties, and |
80 necepted by both.  Gen. Kilpat-!
rick said what was needed in In
dinna was “a bloody shirt campaign
with money.” This they had.  The
song of the Lloody shirt went on
without ceasing, day and night. Tho
whole State was irrigated, asit wore,
with the flow of money. The Indc.
pendent eandidate was bought ofl,
and never before, since Indiana has
been an orgenized community, have
its honest farmors been subjocted
to such a pressure.  The Demoerats
were at o decided disadvantage in
that they had not one-tenth of the
money possessed by their opponents.
It is said here that the money spent,
by the Republiean commitices in
Indiana amounted to ten dollars for
every voter in tho State. Then the
Republican nominee for Governor
was selected with especinl veforenco
to lris nvailability us the grandson of
President Hurrison.  Gleo clubs
were employed to traverse tho State
and chant, eampnign songs in  the
style of 1840, when Gen., Harrison
was elected President. But the
bloody shirt and the money and the
glee clabs all failed to convince the
sensible, honest firmors of Indiana,
and Messrs. Blaine, Ingersoll & Co.
may well ask themselves whother
their vile and outrageons slanders
were not productive of more harm
than good to the causo which thoy
espoused.

INDIANA AND TIIE PRESIDENCY.

The fifteen cloctornl votes of
Indiana are now just as sure for
Tilden and Hondvicks as that the
sun will shine. It is not at all logi=al
to compare Tilden with Greelaey, and
to puint to the fact that Ghrant car-
ried Indinne after Hendricks had
been elected Governor.  An im-
nense mass of Democrats, not only
in Indiana, but all over the country,
woro dissatisfied  with Cirecley's
nomination and refused to support
him, while the party was never more
united  than ibis now in  favor of
Tilden and HMendricks. Republi-
cans and Democrats here both feol
this, and while the former are de-
spondent in the extremo, tho latter
wro exceedingly sanguine. The as-
surance of Indinna’s vote in Novem-
ber, it is believed, will be cortain  to
bring that of New York, Now Joracy
and Conneetieut. ''he shrewd polit
ical weathercocks have already trang
forred these four States from  tho
doubtful list to the Tilden column.

This tells the wholo story of Novem-
bor.

INFLUENCE ON OTHER STATES,

Furthormore, the nows has come
from tho West to-duy that the indiffe-
rend suceessin Ohio and the Watorloo
dofent in Indiana have exortod sncha
dopressing influenco on the Republi-
can element in that section that thore
ig n strong probability of Indiana
having pretty closo company next
month.  Yet the desporate mannz-
ors hore do not intcnd to give up
the contest withont another bifter
strugele.  Tbis undorstood that ad-
ditional nssessmenta arp to be levied
upon the officcholders hero and
elsowhere.  'Tho bulk of tho money
now to bo raised will be poured into
Now York, althoagh vain hope, somo
of it will bo sent after the had money
which has alrondy gone to Indiana,
But the prestige which now  sur-
rounds the Democratie canse is o full
equivalent for all tho money and
patronngo  of  tho  othor ~ side.

A DAMPER ON THE MILITARY ABDOR.

Had Indiena gone' Republican
Governor Chamborlpin would have
boen supplied with all the troops he
wantod without delay, and pretexts
for declaring martial law also in
Mississippi and Louisiana  would
have’ been found. So far as the
Prosident is concorned, héd*would
have no hesitation on the subject
now. DBut the utter failure of the
bloody shirt campnign in the West
has induced some of the more saga-
cious Radienl leaders to consider the
advisability of such a proceeding.
The question presents itself whether
for the snke of gaining two or three
Southorn States it will bo wise to
risk the loss of more important
Northorn States. It scems sottled,
no matter what their leaders may
sy or do, that tho mass of the
Northern people will insist that tho
South alm?l have the snme privilege
of sell-government as they have. This
Inowledge may possibly provent
compliancee with' Governor Chamber-
lain’s vequest to furnish troops to
re-olect him, bub as the President
and geveral membors of the eabinet
are personally inclined to accoedo
to his wishes it is not yobeortain th, t
the administration will be guided by
the views of others,

DAYONETS IN VIRGINIA.

The political conspirators who
have been hanging abont Washing-
ton somo time in behalf of this busi-
ness of military interforence in tho
South, are now turning their atten-
tion to Virginin., It has for some
been apparent that the Conservative
candidnte for Congressin the ourth
Virginia (Petersturg) Distriet will
be elecled, and that his eloction will
bo largely due to the colored voters
who have become disgusted with
their Republican lenders. This is
now 8o very apparent, indeed, that
the Republicans, who have held
the distriet since the close of the
war, nre satisfied that unless they
have the benefit of troops, not meve-
ly to intimidnto whito voters, but to
uwe tho colored Independents back
into the Republican ranks, theireaso
is up forever. The Second (Norfolk)
District was held by the Republi-
cans up to the time of the Plutte-
Goode contest, which resulied in
fuvor of tho latter. Mr. Goode is
again a eandidate, and it is estimat-
ed that he will carry the district
against Segar, Republiean, by 2,000.
In Mr. Goode's ease also the colored
vote will form n considerable ¢le-
ment.  Tn fact the rovalsion of the
colored voto in these two digtriets in
simply astonishing.

LUGGING IN JEFI DAVIS AGAIN.

A certain  eampaign paragraph,
mete to ddo daby out West for the
Lst anuntl, has now been started on
its rounds in the East. The para-
graph aforesaid scbs forth that Jef-
ferson Davis had written a lottor to
o friend here to the effoct that all
the monarchists of Turope were in
fuvor of Tilden's election and would
contribute handsomely to that end,
and that he (Mr. Davis) intended to
requrnn Lo this country and live in
Washington, in the event of Tilden's
clection. It would scom that intel-
ligent  people did not need to be
told that this statemoent was an an-
daciou s fabrieation from beginning
to ond, yet it hns run the rounds of
all the Radieal journals in the Wost,
and been rotailed from the stumyp by
suchimen as Blaine and others.

1o the People of the State of South
Carolinaiwho desire Honest (fov-
ermment,  withowt reqard to
political party or race :

His Tixeelloney the President of
the United States, did, on the 17th
duy of this month, issue a procla-
mation whereby he commanded all
persons engaged in unlpwful and
insurrectionary proceodings to dis-
perse and retive peacefilly to their
respective nbodes within threo days
from thig date, and hevoafter ahan
don said combinations and submit
themselves to tho laws and  consti-
tubod authorities of enid  Stato.
This proclamation is baged upon the
statements made by  Daniel H.
Chamberlain, the Governor of this
State, which statements ave aimed
politically against his politieal op-
ponents, and are proven to bo un-
true by the testimony of every judge
in the State and every trinl justice
or other officer of the law from
whom response has heon obtained.
very resident of the State knows
them to be untrue.  Tivery Ropubli-
can of character or intelligenco or
who is not in office or socking office,
and many who are in office in the
State, have expressed horror and
disgust at the course which the
Governor has pursued. We By
this  much for our vindieation.
Never has a people suffered more
by dishonoyr o} office and dishonesty
of officors. Nover has such bold
untruth been usod for the support
of a movement which shakes the
pillars upon which rest tho consti-
tutional principles of a mighty peo
ple.  Our State is but a potty por-
tion of tho Union ; but we call upon
our gistor Statos of the North to re-
momber that the oxperiment now
being mide for the domination of
our olections by the bayonet and by
soldiers as the irresistible instru.
meuts of a revolutionary local des-

potism, if succossful, will becoma

the precedent = befote which the
whole fabrio of American liberty
'will full, and will be applied to other
States, just as soon as party exi.
gencies require it,

Weo make the doclaration of our
innocence not in disrespect of the
President of the United States, but
as an nct of justice to ourselves as
Amoricsn citizons, and to put our
case upon the record for an impar-
tinl trial beforo the great national
tribunal.  We bow it perfect sub-
mission to the proclamation of his
Excellency the President, and ox-
hort our fellow-ritizens, whom wo
represent in tho presont canvuss, to
yield free and entire obedience to
every commnand of the said procla-
mation.

We know that the clubs ealled
“Rifle Clubs" are assodiations formed
for homo protection ; that they niro
not combinutions, ns charged by tho
Governor of this Stato ; that thore
are but few that have arms or am-
munition ; that those which havo
been equippoed were so done with
the sanction, und somotimes with
the aid, of the Governor, and have
been rocognized by him as usoful
and approprinte bodies, and not one
of them has been acecused of disor-
der. We know that this necessity
was oceasioned by the reckloss dis-
tribution of mems and ammunition
among the colored people by the
State  officials, and wo further
know that our white fellow-eitizons
were on the sixtoenth day of this
month massaered at n poaceful po-
litical ngremblage where by ngreo-
ment with C. C. Bowen, the Repub
Lean chnirmun for Charleston Couns
ty and sheriff of the said County,
presont at the meeting, and first
Presidentinl elector for the Stato nt
large on the Republican ticket, they
went  without armmsg to meot the
colored race, tho volers of the so-
called Repubiican  party in  this
State, who were likewiso by My,
Bowen's agreement bound ,to Le
without arms; and we know that the
politicuome, whojare the authors of
all onr evils are teaching awong the
colored race the use of the riffe and
the toreh.  We know that our hemes
are in peril, ind  that our women
and children nre exposed to the
horrvors of ruthless butehery and
barbarity. But neveortheless, we
advise and command, so far as our
authority goes, that overy such rifle
club, against which the misropresen-
tations of the Guvernor of the State
are nimed, be forthwith disbanded,
and that the membors thercof bo
held in future only by thoso ties of
humnnity whieh bind all good men
together; that the name of the elab
be ehandoned and the officers cease
tu exereise their powors,

This is snid with tho express de-
claration that these clubs wro not
associnted with or subject to our
politieal control.  'We repeat that
we speak withont disrespect to the
President of the United States. Ho
ncts upon the sbatements made by
the Governor of this State ; but we
any it that wo may show our willing-
ness to obey without committing an
untruth against oursclves by seem
ing to ncknowledge that of which we
are nobt gnilty.

Wo are not engaged in unlawful
and insurrecticnary  proeeedings.
We cannot disperse, beewnse we aro
not gathered together. We cannot
retive peaceably to our abodes, be-
cause we are in our homes in potee,
disturbed alone by the politieal agi
tations ereated by the Governor and
his minions. Bub we resignedly
and cheerfully in the performance
of our duty suspend the exercise of
onr indivi-lunl and private rights to
prevent evil to the whole people.

Relying upon the universal sense
of 1ight and appealing to the
Almighty to sustain us, we exhort
our people to the continnance of
subnussion to the nuth rities of the
government, fecling agsured  thet
time and patience will work our
deliverunce.  Remember that the
enmpaign is now a shorv one and all
sigrns hopeful ; that the Tth day of
November next will witness the full
and complete  vindieation of our
enuse throngh the poaceful instro-
mentality of the ballot box.
